Revenue Assumptions

e The City now receives a portion of the State disposal tax, projected at $125,000 for FY 2009-10.

e Charges for Current Services are projected to be flat in FY 2010-11 and increase by 1% annually in future

years.

e Other revenues, reflecting revenues from white goods disposal and tire disposal, reflect an increase of 2%

annually.

Appropriation Assumptions

o Personal Services are projected to grow by 2% in FY 2010-11 and by 5% annually in future years.

e Operating costs are projected to grow by 2.5% annually.

e Debt Service estimates are provided by the Finance Department.
